In 1924 the hotel was extensively 
remodeled and the lobby and main 
dining room greatly enlarged and 
redecorated in order to provide the 
public adequate mace required for 
the additional rooms that followed 
the next year. 
This took form in a $400,000 build­ 
ing connected with the original 
structure by means of a connecting 
corridor. This new building added 
forty-eight rooms—absolutely mod­ 
ern in structure and design—all with 
tub-shower combination baths. 
The ground floor of the new 
building houses the beautiful Ma­ 
jestic theatre—a 1200 seat house; a 
large auditorium and four store­ 
rooms.

With these increased facilities the 
Hotel Gettysburg started on a march 
of progress that brought it with 
great strides to a prominent posi­ 
tion among the leading hotels of 
the country.

The piece of advice most typical 
of all that given to aspirant jour­ 
nalists by 500 successful newspa­ 
permen in answer to a Question­ 
naire seeking the origin of success 
in the profession is “G et a college 
education and learn about as many 
different things as possible,” it was 
announced recently by the Pulitzer 
School of Journalism of Columbia 
University. 
The questionnaire was a portion 
of the survey conducted by Profes­ 
sors Walter B. Pitkin and R. Frank 
Barrel of the School of Journalism. 
The men interviewed, upon whose 
answers the basis of the investiga­ 
tion is founded, included every type 
of journalist, from reporter to pub­ 
lisher. from those in their early 
twenties to the veterans of the 
copy desk. 
Although 265 per cent claimed 
th at they entered journalism be­ 
cause it presented itself as a chance 
opportunity, 
approximately 
one- 
half of those questioned attribute 
their success in the profession to 
the fact that their entrance was a 
matter of "deliberate planning.” 
These two 
means of en ranee 
were employed by the majority oi 
the 500 successful journalists. 
The 
remaining percentage entered on 
invitation, through some personal 
influence, by a “gradual surging 
over," or by some combination of 
the three. 
Have Fewer Jobs 
Those in the group who received 
a college education claim to have 
held fewer jobs and seem to have 
been less m aladlusted than those 
who began newspaper work without 
the aid of college, or school of 
journalism, training. 
ijfore than 91 per cent, of the 
croup began their careers with no 
capital whatever, and although the 
majority are financially indepen­ 
dent now, they are almost unani­ 
mous in telling budding journalists 
not to enter the profession if moncr 
tally reward is their sole purpose. 
Manv tears of hard work are re­ 
sponsible for their present financial 
stake, according to the answers re­ 
ceded from the group 
The question seeking the most 
im portant advice which seasoned 
newspapermen and uicceaslul jour­ 
nalists could give to those intent 
on entering the profession brought

an automobile and the unauthor­ 
ized borrowing of one. 
Under English law it is impos­ 
sible to convict a person of larceny 
without proving not only that the 
property in question was fraudu­ 
lently taken, but that it was the 
taker’s intention 
to 
deprive 
the 
owner permanently thereof. 
The culprit in whose possession 
the missing car is found need only 
declare. “I didn’t steal it; I only 
went for a ride,” and it is up to the 
prosecution to prove him a liar. 
Police court cases show the "bor­ 
rowing” habit is on the increase 
and magistrates have frankly ad­ 
mitted that a strict interpretation 
of the law does not permit bench or 
jury to assume that "theft was In 
the mind'* of the person who ran off 
with the car. 
Unless there is evidence to show 


he liked it well enough to keep it 
indefinitely, or definitely planned 
to sell it as loot, 
there 
is 
small 
chance of convicting him of any­ 
thing worse than the petty theft of 
a little gasoline and oil—lf it can 
be proved he did not furnish gas 
and oil at his own expense. 
It is highly irritating to the mo­
